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Address by the Hev. Bishop Ames, at
the Anniversary of the Ohureh Nx-
tension Soclety.

On Thursday evening of last weck, the Second
Anniversary of the Mothodist Episcopal Oharoh
Extension Soclety was held in the Union M, B,
Church, on Fourlh street, near Arch, On that
peension the Rey, Bishop Ames deliverad an
cloquent and Interesting address, the publice-
tion of which bas been precladed by the
crowded state of our columns for the past few
days. Below we give Lhis wddress, which will
we read with Interost, Thae Bishop spoke as fol-
lowsi—

Mr. Preaident :—~When the Gonernl Conference
of the M, E. Chureh nseembled in this city and
in this house, in the month of Muy, 1864, they
found, of course, many important subjects de-
nanding their attention; for with the prowth
ol the Olinreh, its responsinilitiea o the world
constaptly increase. More s demanded ot right
from a church pumbering one million than
could justly be expected from a feeble commu-
pnion, Among the various quest'ons that came
betore the bady was this matter of church
extension; and they bestowed upon the saubject
such considerition as wos practicable. Tt was
decided with great unanimicy that this particu.
Iar departmect eonnected with our chureh Inbor
demanded for ita more careful sod effiolent
maungement espocial supervision, and with the
view to secure that supervision, and carry lor-
ward moye systematically and more economi-
enlly this great department ol Chris'tan effort,
this Bocloly that now wmeels this evening to hold
its nnniverssry wis constituted, though hinder-
ing csuses prevented the full organization of the
Society until sowe time afier the scssion of tne
General Conference.

I need not 84y to an audience of Americans,
that the matter of providing cowmfortable
houses of worship 15 one ot great interest to
vs, both as citizens and as Cbristinns. Not only
the coootry in wbich we live, but the Govern-
ment under which we live, are remarkable
aud somewhat pecnliar, When our revolu
tionnry fathers decided it was not in the power
of u Biate to make the Chureh, they took a
long step in advaace. For slmost the Qrst Lime,
Christianily on this great continent has had a
falr field for the display of its power and energy,
unirammelled by apy legislative or political 1n-
terference. In all the older nattons of Chrise
tendom, the Church sod the State are go
blended together that they hardly deem it pos-
sible tor one to exlst withoal the other,

We have in our eountry two maxims which
ATE !,ucuhlrl,}' Amerlean, One s that the
prople are above the State—for they make it.
We do not hold that men in the civil offices
glve us opr righte. Our rigbts antedate the
Copstitution, snd the Covstitution \tself is
but the embodiment of the judgment of the
rubhc as tu the rights which belong to cltizens
iving in the civil estate. Tois s one of our
max ms,  The other is, that the Bible is above
the Church, sioce the Chaveh grows out of it,
and derives all §ts sanction from it,

Itis true that Christ and the Apostles built no
churches, founded no institutions., No splendid
churches spruvg up around the path trodden
by our Baviour and His dispiples; no schiools of
lenrning, no hospitals for the sick, no asylums
for the blind, Buu great principles touching
faith and wmorals were plauted v men's con-
sclences, The gleut Teacher uught us; and we
therefore preach, and all that shall come after
us, that the first duty ol man Individually is to
seck the kingdom of God and His righteonsness,
After thig, uext i= the performaoce of the duties
that he owes his Maker and the securing of the
bles:inges vouchented to bhim personally; then all
other things shall be added to him,

Henee, 1L has been the maxim which lLas
povirved the Methodist Epiecopal Church in
Americn, and Wesleyanism in  Earope, and
throughout the world, that the first work of
the Christian minister is to leéad souls to
Ohrist. Toe first object he huas 1o contemplate
in his migsion, s the leading of men and women
10 Ci rigt a8 their Savioar; and having organized
thowe who trust in Cbrist into w Chorch, the
hold, in our confession ol faith, that *“The visi-
ble Chureblof Chirist is a congregation of faithful
men, in which the pure Word of Giod is presctied,
snd the sactaments duly administered according
to Christ’s ordinanee, In all those things that ol
necessity are requisite to the same.”

Huving done this, then come those natural
results of ncm-{rlmg a pure faith, a pure morality,
accompavied by # quickening spirit, a power
thet bringe into active employment all the bigher,
the purer, the nobler faculties of mun.

Our fathers preiiched the gospel as the apos-
tli s presched ft. They preached it on the banks
of :treamws, they preached 1tio private houses;
they preached it wherewer they could go, every-
where, by the wayside, and in the synagogues
when sllowed, tbe first planeers of Metho.
dism proclaimed their miuistry in these pro-
vinces of 1the British kicedom until, as Mr. Wes-
ley suld, *'God o strangely made ua free.”

The mutter of Church exiension, of course, is
no uew thought., The recordsof ithe Govern-
ment show the part which hus been played by
the various churches in this great work of
waking provisibn for the religious instraction
ol the people of the land.

Apnd perhaps there is po ove thing that betler
evidences the intimacy of that connection
which binds the Church to the community than
tke favor which God gives to the Church t)
gecure the ald from the community needel to
ciiTy forward this great intercst of Christianity
and of the community.

The Government, for the first times, in 1850
difected it4 spents to examine this particular
matter ol church edifices, their cosl, thelr capa-
bility, their uwnenhl?. Aud in remusrking what
I wishi to say upon this, 1 ctioose ralber (o take
the statistios of the Governmeut than those of

“huareh,
thf’et:'l:npl we are dlsposed to view with too
much complacency our own work iu the mal-
ter, Jtis rather customary in ceriain elreles
amope us 10 say that “Metnodism 18 the oblld
of Providence;" aud someiimes we place the
aceent on ghe definite article o such & way as
to make the impremsion that Providence has
no other child—whereas, in all trath swnd can-
dor, we must ackuowlodge that Providenoe has
a preity large family, Thero are many children
that oatn claim Providence as thelr purent; and
yot, perhaps, there 14 thig to juelify us:—For
some of the older members of the household
looking vpon it s rather an interloper, and
hardly entitled to the privilege of kinship; and
perhaps angry at the peculinritics of the infunt,
were dpposed to veject it altogether. So far
from sdmilting it 10 be the child of Provi-
dence, rome very unkindly ealled it the child

ol the Devil, almost, We can hardly be sur-

priced 1t they had such feelings, It was o sio-

gular kind of infent in some of Its habits; u

most restless and tinersnt youngster, thst

frvutly disturbed the order of things as they
ind been long established, la honest trath,
they were establl: hed o hitle aflter the manner
of \be honest wagoner whom w traveller in &
very muddy road in. one of the frontier States
caue upon, and found with his team stuck st
in the mud, Beng rather n practical philoso-
pher, he d1d not weem 1o be particularly out
of patience or nervous; but silting on a log,
was ooutenting himsell with whistling.

In 1860, according to the siniistics l'nrnia{w.!
by the Uuited Btates, we find that there were
then In the United States nod Territories 88,183
churches. There embrace all the churcles of
all secta snd demominstions  Romish churohes,
Jowish aynagogues, and Protestant houses of
worship are all summed up In this goneral
rosuit.  Of ithis nuvmber (38,183), there worn
15,838 boures of worsnip that belopged to the
Methodist Church, Tils was the Inrge fraction
ol over one-third of the whole number., For if

ou thke 13,388 trom 38,183, you will find the
wlance belongiog to ali other churches In the
countiry lo be 24 846, showing that & vumber
equal 10 one-hinll of all the rest were Methodist
churches. More than onethird of the whole,
13,858 comparcd 1o 24,8456, belug the relatve
numbers |

Having had my attention eailed to the recor s
first made by the Government in 1850, [ felt a
preal Interest to see how this imporiant part ol
our Church work progressed Irfom 1850 to 1560,
I visited the Department of the Interior at Waeh-
ington twice to procure the earliest copy of the
census that contained the Chureh statistics; and
the Bacretary was kind epouegh to promise, so
FOOT A8 they were ready, to send o copy. I left
the name of Dr. Eddy and others; including my
agsocinter, and I believe they got the Bgures ay
eoon as 1 did. I weut over the Sgures furnished,
to filud what the diflerent Christian churches
were dolog, T found the asummibz up to be
64,608 churches, Thbis also embraces, as the
othier census, all churches of all kinds; not
merely Christiun, but Jewish ns well, Of those
64,008, I found thet 19,535 beloog to the Metho-
dist Church; that 1s, about 65 more wonld have
ben opebird of 60,000, The whole number was
64,0005 the whole \ncrepse was 15,820, Of that
16,826, the Increase of Methodizt churches was
0497; and wil others lnereased D331, Thus, more
thun two-thirds of all the fuerease fu chureb
bmnldings from 1850 to 1860 were in the M«tho-
dist Church, and more than two-thirds of all )

In furiber ecxsmining these tables, I was
greatly surprised st their result, The churches
rank numerically about In the following order:
—The Methodist, the Baptst, the Presbyterian,
the Congregational, and the Eplscopal.” I took
the four pext; thatis, I took the eensus of the
Baptist, the Presbyterian, the Protestant Episoo-
pal, and the Congregational, to see how they
were advapclog compared with our own, I was
never more surprised at a result than I was to
discover that whilst our merease had been 6507,
the increase of all those four churches had been
but 82379, That Is, il we bad buoilt 61 more
churches, we rhould have boilt just twice as
many as those four next lurgest denominations,
I was not ot atl prepared for this, I confess it
was hiehly gratifying; but to me it was highly
fustructive, I must not be understood as speak-
ivg of the Methodist Episeopnl, but as of the
Methodist Church,embracing all its departinente,

I bad the curiosity to kee how those churches
were disteibuted; for a great deal depends upon
the right location of a church. As murﬁ, I
think, depends upon the church tuking upa
gvod position in Ita apgressive movements, as
upon fau army occapying a gool position in
Its aggrescive movements, 1 selceted the four
large Btates, New York, Penusylvania, Onio,
apd HHnots, mainly to see how Lhese churches
arc sitaated. New York, as it has the great
commerc.al emporium, is the principal State of
the Union, with a territory extending along the
Inkes, aud running down to tide-wuler; aud it
bas the natural basis for a vest popuiation,
wken you take into consideration the great
agricuiturnl wealth of the State. The gieast
Keystone Swate, stretehing from the Lide-water
at imlndclrbia to broad Luke Erfe, with great
mowntains in the centre; with immense minersl
wealth, its brond and beaatiful valleys, and
the great lumber realons, you will se¢ what
must be the position of Pennsylvanis throogh
all coming time; and how fmportant that
the cause of Christ should be supported and
wuntgived in such o imporigut State as this!

Then siriking westward, you bave the third
state, Obio. spreading from the velléy of the
Obio up to the bus'n of the lnkes, cobracing
oue of the mast deliphtful champalgn districts
in the world, the most del'ghttully situated in
the Union, which has made it the garden of the
whaele luud.

The most wonderful Siate that the sun shinss
upun 18 the State of Illwols, shielching
slong its southorn [berder from the Oulo 10
the Migslesippl, nod northward 1w the lakes,
I have no doobt it is capable of supplyine
all the onizens of this nation with bread, and
then be able to ship a supply to Europe. 1
it was cultivated as Hollaud I, it would do it
any year.

Juion, They must alwaye remuin the great
ceutre of the nation, because of the boundless
resources they confain,

Now in tkese Btates were 10,883,012 inhabi-
tante, according to the last oensus, O course,
they have greatly ioereascd, but they are tue
Inst slptistics I have had. I took the four
leading depominations to see how they have
been aeting o regard to these four important
Siates; Methodlst, Baptist, Presbsterian, and
the Protestant Eplscopal churches. I deemed
it not fair to biring the Congregational church in
this 1181, becanse thewr stiengih Is muinly in New
knglend, sud w compariton outside would not
be & fair test, Bul it 1s more than just to the
Protestant Eplscopal Church, for the wealth of
thelr great sorporation in New York hus given
them their greatest influemee in that State, b
far greater than anywhere else, It was emi.
nently fair to the Presbyterian Church to take
Penpsylvavia, because Presbyterinolsm was
planted here by Witherspoon from Scotland. It
wis fair to the Baptlists to take [huols, because
there was s large branch ot the Baptist popuola-
tion in Kentucky, Tenvessee, and Virginia,
which colonized 1n that State,

The Methodist Church, 1 any case of the
comparison, had the digsdvuntsge of laboring
under lususpicious circumatauces. I took
pains 1o run over the figures belore I came here
thie eveuing, and I found there waa 4816 Motho-
dist churches, 2083 Baptist chorches, 1624
Presbyteaian  charches, and 774 Protestant
Episcopal churches; giving the Baptists, Pres-
byterians, nod the Eplscopaliuns 4493 aliogether,
and glving the Metbodists 322 more than Lthem
ull, | merely cile these faols Lo show the re.
lntive position In which the churches stand
throughout the uation, and in these four great
erntinl Blnles in particular,

Ip relerevuce to the movements of this Boglety,
Ag I sald, the Chureh Exiension work 18 no new
thiug: but it wust be obyious (o you, my hearers,
thatwhere s Chureh has such an fmmense fnterest
as this, 11 1s & matterof the first importance that
it #hould be wisely gunrded and efficleatly pro-
cecuted. For we have in the United Stares
2,600,000 aud more square miles, and of this

Do not think that this nstion is yet supplied
with all the churches that it wants; do not
think that these ministers and laymen who sit
here In their offices on Arch sireet, have no-
thing to think about and plan about; do not
imagipe that beeause we bavo Lwenty thousand
cliurches, we do not need any more, If we had
twenty thousaud more tomorrow, we should
pot have wore than the people demund and
more than we could dll, Do not allow your
zenl Yo cool; but use your utmost efforts aud
activity to further the caunse. 1 do not feel
that, with the presence of the Secrotary and
my friend, Dr, Eddy, I ought te de'amn you Any
)u'lr:vr in remarks of this kind. I think you
will all agree, whalever you may think in
other respecte, that it 1s a duty re-ting upon
us, 84 the penple inh afree Commonwenlth, to
plant churches in these remote and destitnte
regions, and fo send oul missionarics to gather
thvd prople together sud to train them up for
God.
